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QUALITY AND MARKET 


Judges who came from eastern Can- 
ada to award prizes at the Edmonton 
poultry show were emphatic in their 
testimony to the excellent quality of the 
exhibits. These, it was said, were better 
than were ever seen at the Royal Winter 
show at Toronto, while no country, we are 
told, produces turkeys to rival those of 
Alberta. 

These timely declarations point the 
way to the development of a branch of 
farm production that has been somewhat 
neglected in recent years, but which is 
still important and is capable of indefinite 
expansion. With the quality established, 
the further steps necessary are to build 
up the supply and to take energetic meas- 
ures to find markets outside the province. 

Canada imports eggs, to the amount of 
millions of dozens per year, while the 
demand for table birds has been kept 
down by the high prices resulting from 
insufficient production. Inside the Domin- 
ion there are to found buyers for 
poultry products in quantities which would 
take care of a heavier surplus than has 
ever been produced in Alberta and allow 
the poultry branch to be developed out of 
all proportion to its present dimensions.

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THE MAN BEHIND 


A fleet of fourteen Italian airplanes 
left Italy on December 17th, and ten of 
the machines reached Natal, Brazil, on 
January 5th, nineteen days out. 

An ocean liner would have paddled 
across in about the same time, with a 
thousand passengers or more aboard, and 
a few hundred planes in the holds for bal- 
last. The airplane is without a rival for 
certain purposes in peace and in war, but 
it is a far-fetched assumption that the 
passenger and freight traffic of the future 
will be carried through the air. 

The flight is a striking demonstration, 
and a fitting symbol, of the progress that 
Italy has made and is making in the fields 
of industrial and commercial enterprise. 
Mainly due, of course, to the inspiring and 
directing genius of Mussolini. Whatever 
Italians may think about the forceful 
ways of the Duce in matters of politics, 
business and civil government, there is no 
doubt that he is getting results. 

Mussolini undoubtedly represents po- 
litical dictatorship at its best. Democratic 
leaders can only lead so far as the public 
will follow. Where leading fails the Duce 
can drive. The spectacular flight of the 
air squadron is another proof that he is 
driving to a purpose and with remarkable 
success. 


THE GROWTH OF CITIES 


Dean Mackenzie of the University of 
Saskatchewan thinks Edmonton may have 
a population of 140,000 in twenty or twen- 
ty-five years. The prediction may be 
readily supported by statistics. Other 
cities on this continent have doubled their 
populations in a quarter of a century; 
why not Edmonton? 

But it is doubtful if Edmonton peo- 
ple will unite in any concerted attempt 
to bring that to pass. They have had ex- 
perience that does not impel them to make 
numbers the objective of municipal effort, 
nor to regard a rapid growth in population 
as the thing most desirable. Twenty years 
ago they were unanimous in the belief 
that Edmonton at the present date would 
have a population far larger than 140,000. 

Subsequent events have shown that 
the important question is not how many 
people live in a city, but how the people in 
a city live. The essential thing is that in- 
dustrial and business interests be ex- 
panded as opportunity offers, and employ- 
ment and wages thus provided for all who 
need then. 

If that is done, in Edmonton or else- 
where, population will grow normally. If 
it is not done, a rapid growth of popula- 
tion is a catastrophe. 


THIS NEEDS AMENDMENT 


The present charter provision is that 
when any forty citizens of Edmonton pre- 
sent a petition asking that a public meet- 
ing be called for the discussion of civic 
affairs, the mayor is obliged to name the 
time and place when and where such meet- 
ing is to be held, and-—incidentally—the 
taxpayers have to pay the hall rent and 
any other necessary expenses. 

Whether such meetings are largely at-

out, makes no difference. If the subject

No doubt it is necessary that there 
should be some provision under which citi- 
zens can demand and secure the holding 
of a meeting for the consideration of civic 
business, But in reason there should be 
some fair proportion between the number 
of the petitioners and the number of elec- 
tors, and some leeway should be allowed 
council in granting or refusing requests 
to hold meetings for the reconsideration 
of subjects which have been already ex- 
ploited. 

Under the existing arrangement, forty 
residents are given the power to compel 
the holding of a meeting at the public ex- 
nense any time they please, every evening 
if they please, and may use the time in 
talking about any question they can relate, 
directly or remotely, to the conduct of civic 
affairs, That is carrying the democratic 
idea to the limit of absurdity. As things 
are going, future councils may find it nec- 
essary to charter a hall by the season 
where a handful of critics may hold forth 
nightly at the expense of the taxpayers.

RECONSTRUCTION NEEDED 

In the task of the coming months, all the re- 
sources of the Dominion and Provincial governments, 
together with the best efforts of which all sections of 
the community are capable, from the great corpora- 
tions down to the most humble individual citizen, 
will have to be employed in intelligert and patriotic 
co-operation in the national service, and particularly 
in the service of the West, the grandest and most 
inspiring and most fruitful inland empire in the world, 
which is our land, and whose people we are. We are 
about to engage in a momentous national enterprise, 
and it is in the largest national spirit as citizens of a 
great and advancing country, that we have to address 
ourselves to the problems that have to be solved. 

The Western farmer, one year ago, ws preparing 
to put in his spring crop with no clear notion as to 
what would become of it if when he threshed it in the 
fall After the experiences of 1929, the farmer at the 
beginning of 1930 saw the future simply as an im- 
penetrabie fog; whether his wheat would sell or not 
he did not know. Last year, knowing nothing cer- 
tainly, he made no special preparations for what he 
would have to meet in the market. This year, know- 
ing perfectly well nine or ten months ahead that he 
will be faced by the stiffest market he ever had, the 
farmer can take an informed position in advance: he 
can prepare now for the obstacles he will have to sur- 
mount when his crop has to be sold against the com- 
petition he knows it will encounter, It is this knowl- 
edge that brings the West and the whole country into 
the farmer's problem; because if he is to meet the 
competition of next year’s world market he will need 
the co-operation of the whole country to do it 

The country that has come most aggressively into 
the world’s agricul-ural picture this past season ts 
Russia, and the unprecedented effors at mechaniza- 
tion and scientific farming made by the Soviet gov- 
ernment have been matters of world-wide interest. 
Russia well may become Canada’s greatest rival in 
world agriculture, and in this light the technical posi- 
tion of the two countries assumes the greatest possible 
importance to Canada. As they stand now the com- 
parison is heavily in Canada's favor. 

For their 1930 spricg crop the Sovie'. announced 
purchase of 20,125 tractors, of which some 14,000 had 
been delivered. These are impressive figures, but Mr. 
W. R. Gibson, Indian Head Experimenta! farm, has 
just announced that the number of tractors ‘n Canada 
has increased during the last ten years from 19,243 to 
35,083 in 1928. The comparison in horse-power is

Nero began his reign with two statements that 
indicated great good feeling. When called upon to 
subscribe the sentence of a criminal* condemned to 
die, he remarked, “IT wish I had never learnt to read 
and write.’ And, when the senate thanked him for 
his government, he replied, “It will be time enough 
to thank me when I have deserved it.” 

This modesty and self-restraint would have been 
splendid if sincere. But it was assumed. Nero became 
dictatorial and cruel, and was guilty of every im- 
aginable crime. 

He was crazily enamoured of his own voice, To 
improve his singing he would lie upon his back with 
a sheet of lead upon his breast, clear his insides by 
vomits and forbear the eating of fruits and foods 
supposed to be inimical to the voice. He made a 
public appearance in the theatre at Naples. His sing- 
ing was in no way remarkable, but his determination 
to be heard was imposing. As he performed, an 
earthquake shook the theatre. He did not pause, but 
continued until he had finished the piece. 

His voice became so precious to him that he de- 
clined to make speeches,but had them read by some- 
one else. He also carried with him at all times a 
voice-master who cautioned him if he was apt to 
over-strain his vocal organs. 

Suetonius says that Nero in his youth roamed the 
streets in disguise, beating. some persons and wound- 
ing others. Also he broke into shops and stole booty 
which he later sold at his home by auction. 

Nero's dissipations surpassed all belief. In keep- 
ing with them, he was wildly extravagant. He staked 
four hundred thousand sesterces on one cast of the 
dice. He fished-with a golden net and, ‘t is said, 
always travelled with a thousand baggage carts, 
drawn by mules shod with silver. 

He murdered indiscriminately. The worst murder 
was that of his mother, the most absurd that of 
Paetus Thrasea, of whom he mplained only that his 
face was melancholy and he looked like a school- 
master. 

After 14 years Rome tired of Nero. He fled and 
when the centurians came to kill him prepared to 
end his own miserable existence. But he could not 
make up his mind to suicide for a long time. He 
wept bitterly, exclaiming, ¢‘Alas! What an artist is 
now about to perish!" 

His enemies drew near. Finally he gathered 
courage to drive a dagger into his throat, with the 
assistance of his secretary, Epaphroditus, and died 
shortly after he was apprehended. 


WHY ALL THE MYSTERY? 


Why all this mystery about what share the federal 
government is going to pay of old age pensions? There 
is no mystery about it, Let us retrace the facts. 

This week, Premier Bennett held a conference in 
Winnipeg with the prime ministers of the prairie 
provinces. The day after, Premier Bracken of Mani- 
toba made a statement to the effect that Premier 
Bennett had indicated that the Dominion would 
shoulder 95 per cent of the cost of the pensions, This 
announcement was for some reason looked upon as & 
breach of confidence, In any case, when the subject 
was mentioned to Mr. Bennett at Fort William on 
Wednesday, he “expressed surprise” and “declined to 
comment.” 

Mr. Bennett was in no such mood last July He 
made no mystery as to what share the government 
would pay, The government would pay 100 per cent of 
the cost. At Chatham, N.B., on July 11 last, Mr. Ben- 
nett said: 

I say to you, if the Conservative party is re- 
turned to power we will provide for the payment 
of old age pensions from the federa] exchequer, so 
that the provinces will not be called upon to pay 
a@ cent and so that the provinces who now find the 
burden too great will be able to benefit equally 
with all the provinces of the Dominion The 
constitutional point has been raired by the pre- 
mier (Mr. King). If it is constitutional to 50 
per cent, would it not be constitutional to pay 100 
per cent? We will pass the law to pay one hun- 
dred per cent, and it will be legal. 

This pledge was repeated several times. Everybody 
knows it was made. Mr, Bennett has not repudiated it 
It is plain; it is unequivocal, Why, then, all the mys- 
tery and surprise and silence? The federal govern- 
ment will assume, not 95 per cent, not 99 per cent, of 
the cost of old age pensions in Canada, but 100 per 
cent.—Ottawa Citizen

at the Prince Albert penitentiary 

The conspiracy was alleged to have 
been carried out with J. Z. Venne and 
Wellington P. Walker and divers other 
persons, with Charles Bergwardt as 
the victim, who lost $16,000 

The conspiracy had to-do with a 
real estate deal involving nine quarter 
sections of land to the west of this 
city, which were represented to Berg- 
wardt as being an excellent 
ment, for which a buyer was in the 
offing who would purchase at an ad- 
vance of probably $10,000 over his 
purchase price 

In his oral judgment, Mr. Justice 
Ives stated, among other things, that 
naturally there has been a great deal 


of lying. I doubt if there have been 
any more than two witnesses who 
have endeavored to tell the whole 


truth. But the documents themselves 
the chronological history, acknowledg- 
ed presence of the different parties 
letters in evidence all make the con- 
viction of guilt irresistible.” 

The appeal has been launched on 


the ground of misdirection by the 
learned trial judge of himself as to
